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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 
1 . Applicant's arguments filed 8/23/2005 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant argues that Freund US 2003/0167405 does not teach monitoring or 
determining the location of the personal firewall based on an IP address currently used by 
the computer terminal, and verifying the location with a verification procedure with a 
network element. 

As per claims 1, 10, and 1 1 the examiner asserts that Freund does teach the limitations as 
stated above. Freund teaches a firewall with multiple configurations, the configuration 
selected depends on the network or IP address that the client is connected to, [0080]- 
[0090]. Freund teaches that a client communicates with network elements to determine 
what network the client is attached to in order to distinguish the appropriate 
configuration, [0095]-[0097]. 

The rejection from the previous office action is repeated below. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
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subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Freund US 
2003/0167405. 

As per claims 1,10, and 11, Freund teaches determining the current location of a firewall 
based on an EP address, [0073], [0074], [0080]. Freund teaches verifying the current 
location determined by carrying out a location verification procedure with a network 
element, [0078]. 

As per claim 2, Freund teaches storing a list of IP addresses of a home network (trusted 
zone) in a firewall, [0097]. Freund teaches comparing the trusted zone list with the 
current network to determine the location, [0096]. 

As per claim 3, Freund teaches using the EP address to determine whether the firewall is 
in the home network (trusted network), [0138], [0142]. 

As per claim 4, Freund teaches that the network element responds when the firewall is in 
the network of the current IP, [0078]. 

As per claim 5, Freund teaches identity data may be a MAC address, [0078]. 

As per claim 6, Fruend teaches the network device may be a firewall (router), [0078]. 

As per claim 7, Freund teaches controlling personal firewall in a location-dependent way, 

[0097]. 

As per claim 8, Freund teaches firewall security rule updates in home network [0097]. 
As per clam 9 Freund teaches the ability to store log files according to the user [0141].
